Tue thirty pieces of silver have been 
paid over to General LonesTReET. He 
may be fascinated with the glitter of 
these shillings, and find melody as they 
jingle and tinkle and chime in his dis- 
honored pocket; but he will live to 
learn that gold which principles have 
purchased hath always the dull sheen 
of infamy or the meretricious glow ot 
shame. Men become sinful by de- 
grees. Pore tells us that “vice is a 
hideous monster,” that to “ be hated 
needs only to be seen,” but that if fa- 
miliarized to the public, men begin to 
“nity, endure,” and then “ embrace ”’ 
the monster. By the samesteps of grada- 
tion General LONGSTREET has consum- 
mated his apostacy. He approached 
his degradation by that kind of pro- 

‘ cess which poor girls sometimes find a 
home. A young woman from one of 
the provinces of France once applied 
for admission into the famous Magda- 
len ‘Asylum at Paris, upon the grounds 
that she was poor and virtuous. The 
grini janitor of the establishment in- 
formed her that respectability was a 
bar to her admission intoa reformatory 
institution, and ordered her off. Ren- 
dered reckless and desperate by the re- 
jection of her application, she plunged 
into the vortex of metropolitan vice 
and corruption, and in a few mouths, 
brazen-cheeked and bold-eyed, again 
applied for entrance, and was instantly 
admitted. No trace of womanly mod- 
esty or decency remained, and she wus 
worthy of the Magdalen. General 
LONGSTREET has reached his pres- 
ent position of degradation ty the 
same disreputable process of po- 
litical prostitution. He was a bla- 
tant secessionist before the war, and 
invoked tho curses of the Soutbern 
people on all who doubted or dallied. 
During the war, like BreNEDICT ARk- 
NOLD, he did some galiant fighting and 
won the confidence aud applause uf his 
comrades. But immediately after the 
surrender General LONGSTREET com- 
menced the most obsequious toadyism, 
and in order to prove that he was truly 

_“loil,” he got on his knees and blacked 
the boots of every Yankee that passed 
him. He denouaced everything that | 
the Southern people said in defense of | 


and to scorn and spit upon the cause 
for which they suffered and for which 
30 many of their comrades died. The 
brave men, who under LONGSTREET, 
while starving and ragged used to 
rout and chase the gigantic Federal 
armies from Southern svil, have noth- 
ing left but their honor, and they do 
not intend to sell that for the little 
pottage for which their treacherous 
commander bartered his integrity. We 
had rather be Preston Smirn dead 
than Longstreet living. That grand 
and noble warrior, N. B. Forrest, 
whose splendid achievements will 
cause his name to livein song and story, 
is more to be envied, poor and bank- 
rupt as he is, than the treacherous 
apostate into the palm of whose hands 
General Grant has just counted his 
“ thirty pieces.””

Though 
borne down under the weight of pover- 
ty and oppressed by countless woes, 
they have held fast te all the saved in 
the wreck of their cause and their for- 
tunes—AN UNTARNISHED HONOR. It is 
too late—the Southern people have suf- 
fered too much for them to new blur a 
record which should be handed to pos- 
terity untarnished. Disipated wealth 
ulay be recovered ;honor once lost is lost 
forever. The Northern people had 
rather trust those men who fought to 
the last for the cause that they loved, 
and which claimed their fidelity and 
which they still respect, than the 
miserable creatures who beslebber the 
tyrants, extol usurpation, and like 
whipped spaniels, lick the® hand that 
smites them. The Southern people ac- 
cept the situation, but General LoNnG- 
STREET does more; he approves all the 
monstrous and diabolical outrages 
which fanaticism has inflicted upon 
the South. There exists a vast differ- 
ence between supporting a government 
and obeying it. The one is entirely 
discretionary, and depends upon the 
justice of the thing supported; the 
other is the clearly defined duty of 
every good citizen. We all,in com- 
mon, “accepted the situation ’’ when 
we grounded our arms and surrendered 
to GRANT and Si: ERMAN at the Close of 
the war. We promised, and have 
kept the promise, to obey the laws of 
the United States. But General Lonc- 
STREET has done more. He not only 
accepts the situation, but he up- 
holds and applauds unjust and 
iniquitous acts toward a conquered 
and suffering people. Ile falls down 
at the shrine of power and’ oppression, 
and smirkingly smiles upon the cow- 
ardly hand that placesupon our people 
the chains of tyranny. ‘For this self- 
abasement he has been rewarded with 
a good fat office—not so much from a 
desire to favor a “ rebel,”’ but with the 
hope of inducing others to follow his 
disgrace by renouncing the principles 
for which they fought, and embracing 
Radicalism.

Public servants in 
such cases are apt to discover that 
politeness and accommodation are not 
obsolete words, and prices are sure to 
halt at living rates. All of which we 
are happy fo think prognosticate the 
sure and rapid completion of the El 
Paso route, in whose success Mem- 
phis is so vitally interested. The 
Tribune more than intimated that 
the Government bonds of twenty 
millions subscribed as a subsidy to the 
northern road, were ‘pocketed by the 
contractors, while they built the line 
out of the proceeds of its first mortgage 
bonds,” and said, “if there is to be 
added to this grievance the inevitable 
result of a mistake tn locating the road 
on the snow line of the Continent, that 
its use is to be annually interrupted for 
long periods of time, the legislation 
which underlies this enterprise, will 
prove to be a reproach and a shame to 
our country.” Why, then, was not 
Congress called upon to be wary in 
making vast grants to a route that must 
have been known to be impracticable? 
Why was not the 7rijune earnest and 
outspoken in its appeals that they should 
be governed by common sense and ex- 
perience? It had been demonstrated 
beyond peradventure by sufferings in 
snow-drifts on the prairies of Illinois, 
er inconvenience to those completely 
embargoed in and out of Chicago, that 
a continuation of a route to the Pacific 
on the same parallel would be imprac- 
ticable throughout an important period 
of the year, and more or less attended 
by exposure and suffering, imperiling 
life itself. And then in Lilinois succor 
and help arecomparatively near! How 
much more aggravated the evil, in the 
long wastes through uninhabited re- 
gions, where human habitations are 
“few and far between,”’ let the peril- 
ous journey through the snow, of which 
an account is given in the extract we 
give, be a conclusive answer. The 
Senate Committee, or at least a ma- 
jority, reported, before the close of the 
last session, in favor of two additional 
trunk railways, in order to have 
uninterrupted communication with the 
Pacific. One of these is north of the 
Snow Line, between Puget’sSound and 
Lake Superior! In heaven’s name let 
us have one first, where climate is tem- 
perate, if eternal summer do not reign, 
Why cannot men holding the reins of 
power rise superior to sectionaism, and 
avail themselves of a route plainly in- 
dicated by nature, which it is confessed 
might be operated three hundred and 
sixty-five days in the year? The ex- 
cessive selfishness which betrayed 
itself in the hostility offered to 
other routes by those who had 
secured their own favorite scheme, 
should teach a lesson, and so soon as 
the complicated machinery of govern- 
ment is set in motion: with the new 
material introduced, it is to be hoped 
that speedy and energetic action may 
be applied to the Southern route, 
against which none of the difficulties 
and drawbacks apply that have dem- 
onstrated the unreliability and dangers 
inseparable from that which has been 
so rapidly driven toward the Pacific on 
the snow line, a title which the so- 
called Union line will hereafter inevit- 
ably bear.”’

murdered bileck agd white men and 
ravished women, was hanged by a mob, 
after a desperate affray in which a deputy 
sheriff was murdered. This was in Sep- 
tember. 

Early Tuesday morni 
confined in the Helena jail, on trivia 
charges, were conversing in theircell. A 
few words én above the low tones 
employed, attracted the attention of 
another negro, an inmate of an oinin 
cell. These told of a plot anda murder, an 
the startled prisoner became a most atten- 
tive listener. The two prisoners seemed 
deeply interested in the subject, and as 
the conversation p , enotgh was 
gleaned to startle the eavesdropper almost 
out of his senses. 

Could it be possible? There two blacks 
were coolly commenting on the miscar- 
riage of a plot whose partial execution 
sent the most distingui 
community into eternity, and whose con- 
clusion would have laid a townin ashes 
and added a score to the solitary murder. 

The two ners and seven Other 
blacks had been members of the wang 
of the lynched outlaw, and all ha 
sworn to wreak a terrible vengeance 
for his death. In council it was deliber- 
ately plotted to burn Helena and murder 
General Hindman and several other Con- 
servyative citizens. The night for its ex- 
ecution was the night en which Hindman 
was murdered. A negro, named Charles 
Porter, accompanied by one of the nar- 
rators and went into Hindman’'s 
yard, Porter was selected to fire the fata! 
shot, and fulfiiled his mission. His ball 
. the glass and perfo 
murder. 

The remainder of the plot failed, Those 
deputized to fire the town could -not 
suinmon sufficient courage. 

The listener to these liorrid revelations 
lost little time In communicating them (to 
the jailer. The twe prisoners were taken 
out and questioned. One of them ex- 
pressed willingness to make a confession, 
and wastaken before a magistrate. He

every fiend comnected with the plot. Por- 
ter, who fired the shot, was found and ar- 
rested, as were two or three others of the 
nine conspirators. 

The revelations produced the most in- 
tens» excitement. Nothi: else was 
thought of or disewssed in Helena yester- 
day; and there was talk of lynching the 
rrisoners, but no such action had n 
aken at last accounts. 

P. S.—Since the above was written we 
have learned of the arrest of all the 
negroes—nine in all—connected with this 
horrible affair.
